United States liner Leviathan arrived 
today with her entire forecastle deck 
smashed down, most of the deck struc- 
tures at the front of the ship badly 
twisted, and @ large part of her third 
class accommodations still wet from 
the flooding they received Thursday. 

At 9 o’clock Thursday night, while 
the giant ship shoved into a strong 
head wind, a huge wave suddenly ap- 
peared directly in front of her bow. 


The wind freshened into a gale | 


shortly after the big wave subsided, 
but the damaged Leviathan fought her 
way through and made port on sched- 
ule time. \ ripe

scribed the huge sea, which buried
